FOOD PARACHUTED 10 FLYERS 
STRANDED ON ISOLATED PEAK 


COSTILLA, N, M., Nov. 19 (AP). 
—Parachuted supplies fed and 
succored nine injured crewmen of 
an Army bomber today while a 
ground crew labored up the rough 
slope of 12,600-foot Costilla Peak 
where they have been stranded 
since Monday night. 

One flyer was killed in the 
mountainside landing of the four- 
motored bomber, believed to be 
from an air base at Salina, Kan., 
and the nine others were reported 
injured in varying degrees.

AFTER DINING ON 
EGGS IN ASYLUM 


Doctors Work to : Save 
Those Sick From 


Poison — Food From 
* U.S. Agency. 


PART OF FROZEN 
TWO.-TON SUPPLY 


One-Third Eaten Earlier 
at Oregon Hospital 
Without Bad Effect — 
Inquiry Ordered.

SALEM, Ore., Nov. 19 (AP).— 
Forty-four inmates of the Oregon 
State Hospital for the insane have 
died of an unidentified poison— 
possibly contained in frozen eggs— 
and physicians worked today to 
save the lives of more than 400 
other men and women, 


The poison struck swiftly. With- 
in 15 minutes after dinner last 
night, at which the eggs were 
served scrambled, the victims be- 
gan complaining of violent cramps. 
The first death occurred within 
an hour. By 10 p. m., five hours 
after the meal 10 had diéd. By 
midnight, the toll had reached 32. 
By 4 a. m. the total reached 40. 
Dr. J. C. Evans, hospital super 
intendent, said: “They had nausea, 
vomiting blood, and showed evi- 
dence of an acute toxic condition. 
Respiratory paralysis and violent 
cramps in the legs preceded death. 
Those who were not strong passed 
out immediately and died.” 
Dr. Evans expressed the belief 
that the eggs, obtained from the 
Federal Surplus Commodities Cor- 
poration, contained some poison, or 
were toxic because, of-somte.chem-- 
L. E. Barrick, Marion County 
Coroner, called for an immediate 
investigation. 
All the deaths, 38 men afid six 
women, occurred in four wards. 
Inmates of a fifth were ill, Dr. 
Evans said, but an attendant there 
tasted the eggs before they were 
served, and allowed only a small 
amount to be eaten. 

Handling of Eggs. 

The superintendent said a third 
of the two-ton shipment of eggs 
had been served previously with- 
out ill effects. The eggs were re- 
ceived two or three months ago 
from the Government agency, 
packed in two-gallon tin contain- 
ers, and were frozen on the way 
from Portland in a refrigerator 
truck. On arrival in Salem, they 
were placed in the hospital’s cold 
storage room, where a temperature 
of zero Fahrenheit is maintained. 

Eggs similarly prepared had 
been delivered to other State insti- 
tutions, Dr. Evans said, and eaten 
without ill effect. 

In Washington, Dr. P. B. Dun- 
bar, assistant chief of the Federal 
Food and Drug Administration, 
said food inspectors and chemists 
from his agency would be sent to 
co-operate with Oregon authorities 
investigating the food poisoning. 

He said the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration would want to check 
up on the source of the frozen eggs 
so that steps might be taken to 
prevent outbreaks elsewhere,

66 OF ITALY’S DIVISIONS 
DESTROYED IN AFRICA AND 
BALKANS, BRITON SAYS 


LONDON, Nov. 19 (AP). 

IXTY-SIX Italian divisions, 
Q comprising about 594,000 

men, have been destroyed in 
Africa. and Albania (against 
the Greeks) since Mussolini en- 
tered the war, said a military 
commentator today. 

He explained that a division, 
which in the Italian army aver- 
ages about 9000 men, is consid- 
ered - destroyed in a military 
sense when it is so severely 
mauled it must be regrouped or 
reformed, 

Some of these 39 white and 
27 native African divisions list- 
ed as destroyed were wiped out 
completely, however. 

The commentator grouped 
Italy’s losses as follows: 

Albanian Campaign—l11 met- 
ropolitan divisions. 

East African Campaign — 12 
metropolitan and 25 native Af- 
rican divisions. 

North African Campaigns— 
16 metropolitan and two native 
African divisions,

not calculated, but it is known 
that 10 Italian divisions are op- 
erating there.

‘St, Louis area, were financed by 
the Ordance Department. 

In discussing the general cur- 
tailment program, Col. Davis said 
it was indicated currently that ad- 
ditional capacity was not needed 
for‘ production of the items for 
which the expansions were planned. 
The primary consideration, he said, 
is the developments and changes 
in tactics on the war fronts. An- 
other reason is the need to use 
critical materials for other war 
production purposes, such as Manu- 
facture of ships and airplanes.

people.” They, too, have locked t 
Norris for leadership. . 

Reading these letters has been 
for Norris, a deeply sentimental 
man, a very moving experience. 
The majority are so warmly per- 
sonal, even though in most in- 
stances they come from strangers, 
that a man of Noris’ temperament 
could not read them without emo- 
tion. He*has not yet undertaken 
the task of answering those that 
require a personal answer from 
him, 

Every day, as has been his fixed 
custom for so many years, he 
strolls out onto the Senate floor 
about the stroke of 12. He is ab- 
sorbed the fight against the 
Southern filibusterers as though 
he were to be in the Senate for 
the next six years instead of only 
the next six weeks. 

“The rules of the Senate are 
archaic,” he says, his voice full of 
indignation. “They are the most 
archaic rules of any deliberative 
body in the world. That is why 
this sort of thing can happen.” 


It is apparent that he has no 
real hope of beating the Souther- 
ners who are filibustering against 
the anti-poll tax bill, Put he will 
fight on, as-he has always fought, 
with no admission of defeat. Deeply 
schooled in parliamentary lore,. he 
is an invaluable ally. 

For those who watch the Senate 
year in and year out it is difficult 
to accept the fact that Norris will 
not be there after next month. He 
is himself an institution, a symbol 
of democracy, as familiar as the 
bronze figure of Columbia on top

The Office of Defense Transporta- 
tion started a nation-wide “don’t- 
travel” campaign today, 
Joseph B. Eastman, director of 
ODT, said the appeal was de 
signed to focus public attention on 
the gravity of the passenger trans- 
portation problem.

A new infantry battalion in the 
Army of the United States to be 
made up entirely of citizens of 
Austria now living in this country 
will be organized as soon as pos- 
gible, Stimson announced, 

This resulted, he said, from the 
appeals of many Austrian nation- 
als for an opportunity to serve to- 
gether in freeing their homeland 
and other nations conquered by the 
Axis. 

“It will demonstrate to Austrians 
all over the world the determina- 
tion of the United States to free 
Austria and her people from op- 
pressive Axis control,” Stimson 
said,

Report Recommends That 
Wéestern Co. Cease Dis- 
couraging Membership 
in Unions. 


A  recommendatio that the 
Western Cartridge Co. of East 
Alton “cease and desist” from dis- 
couraging membership in Local 
12418, District 50, United Mine 
Workers of America, “or any other 
labor organization of its employes” 
was made by Mortimer Riemer, 
trial examiner for the National 
Labor Relations Board, in an in- 
termediate report filed today in 
Washington. 

The examiner further recom- 
mended that 20 workers be imme- 
diately reinstated with full back 
pay, and that 20 others be com- 
pensated for any loss of pay they 


may have suffered by reason of 
“the company’s discrimination in 
regard to their hire and tenure of 
employment.” 

The case followed a work stop- 
page last July 3, at which time the 
union -accused the company of 
discriminating against employes 
wearing union buttons. The com- 
pany charged that union members 
had shut down their machines “in 
n effort to force a conference 
with the company regardifig 
wages.” 

The trial examiner’s finding 
against the company brought an 
announcement of the company’s in- 


‘tention to file exceptions. 


The examiner dismissed the 
union’s charge alleging that the 
company engaged in unfair labor 
practices by making aglist of its 
employes who wore union buttons 
and by “blacklisting its employes 
because of their concerted activi- 
ties.” 

Riemer’s intermediate report, ac- 
‘companied by testimony taken at 
hearings in East Alton, goes to the 
NLRB for final action.

‘They died in their homes 
and in the streets. They just fell 
to the ground, never to arise. 

When Pohoreloye was recon- 
quered, the Red Army gave the 
population bread. Unfortunately, 
there was no physician to advise 
the people of the proper method of 
eating after their long diet of 
“grass.”. The stomachs of about 
50 men and women became so 
swollen after they had eaten the 
bread that they died. 

Before the war the district was 
free from infectious diseases. Four 
wrecked buildings 
renovated and turned into hos- 
pitals where typhus patients could 
be quarantined. The Germans in 
their retreat had demolished all 
hospitals in the district. 

By the most conservative esti- 
mate at least one-third of the popu- 
lation of the 64 villages under 
German occupation for 10 months 
are -no longer alive. 

The Germans had encouraged 
the people to plant gardens, but 
when the vegetables ripened, the 
Nazi gathered everything for them- 
selves. The only crop sowed in 
the fields was flax, which the 
Germans said was needed as a 
raw material.~ Other crops were 
impossible because the Germans 
had used up all the seeds. 

No one knows the exact number 
of Russians now living in German- 
held land. It is safe to assert be- 
tween 40 and 50 million. There. 
is no reason to suppose that their 
condition, even if they planted 
more land than in the Pohoreloye 
district, is destined to be better. 
The Germans are stripping every 
village of all the food they can 
for the Army and for shipment 
back home to Germany. 

Only a miracle—which is no- 
where in sight—can avert a famine 
in the German-occupied Russian 
lands, some of which, like White 
Russia, have never krown famine 
in all of Russian nistory.

We are, at the present time, only 
in the third, or penultimate stage 
of the conflict that began on the 
continent of Asia in 1937, in 
Europe in 1939 and in the Pacific 
in 1941. 

The first stage everywhere was 
marked by a long. succession of 
fairly easy victories won by our 
enemies. The Japanese swept 
across North China in the months 
following July, 1937, captured 
Shanghai (though ohly after a 
fierce battle) spread out over the 
Yangtze valley to a point ,beyond 
Ichang, seized Canton and made 
themselves masters of most of 
China’s ports and railroads. 
Germany conquered Poland, then 
Denmark and Norway, later Lux- 
embourg, The Netherlands, Bel- 
gium and France and still later 
extended their control to the 
Aegean. 

Then, after Pearl Harbor, Japan 
began spreading’ out into the Pa- 
cific and Southeastern Asia. In 


Guam, Hongkong, the Philippines, 
Malaya, the Dutch East Indies, 
Burma and a host of-islands along 
the approaches to Australia were 
overrun, 


The second stage everywhere 
was marked by purely defensive 
successes achieved by the enemies 
of Japan and Germany. Illimitable 
distances and indomitable courage 
saved China from defeat in the 
period between 1939 and 1941. 

The Battle of Britain put a pe- 
riod to Hitler's hope of an early 
victory. 

On the Eastern front the great 
defensive victory won by the Rus- 
sians made it certain that sooner 
or Jater the Germans would again 
have to experience that most 
dreadful of all nightmares—a war 
on two fronts. 

And in the Pacific the Battles 
of Coral Sea, Midway and now the 
Solomons have set the stage. for 
continuous offensive action by our 
forces who hitherto have, for the 
most part, been on the defensive. 


The balance of forces every- 
where has thus distinctly swung in 
our favor, The roles are being re- 
versed in the Pacific and in 


versed on the continent of Asia. 

We can take it for granted, how- 
ever, that our enemies will do ev- 
erything possible to avoid having 
to go on the defensive. To do so 
would mean their doom. So, de- 
spite the very heavy losses suf- 
fered by their fleet in the latest 
Battle of the Solomons, we can 
safely assume that the Japanese 
will not abandon the attempt to 
recapture Guadalcanal and will 
fight bitterly to’ retain their foot- 
hold on New Guinea.

HE population of India, for in- 

stance, may calculate: If the 
Americans were able to defeat

A Movie Manager Defends Double Bills. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

ITH reference to your editorial re- 

garding our voluntary resolution to 
eliminate dual-film programs in St. Louis 
theaters not later than June 1, 1943: The 
resolution was unanimously adopted by 
the more than 95 per cent of the exhib- 
itors present for the reason that the 
Government needs the raw material or- 
dinarily required in the manufacture of 
film stock. 

For more than 15 years, motion pic- 
ture theaters have been featuring double- 
feature programs. That this practice 
has continued so long, and that 80,000; 
000 patrons attend movies every week, 
is assurance to us that the double-feature 
program, contrary to your stated opin- 
ion, is what Mr. and Mrs. Movie-Goer 
want. 

Those who cry out against the dual 
program are not the great majority of 
those 80,000,000 weekly patrons. Instead, 
they are the ones who visit a motion 
picture theater perhaps once each 
month, or each six months. The exhib- 
itor cannot accede to their requests for 
single-feature programs at the expense 
of losing his dyed-in-the-wool movie fans. 
That is not good business. 

Every exhibitor and every producing 
company is geared to the double-feature 
policy. Contractual obligations make a 
lapse of time vitally necessary—time in 
which to iron out’ all wrinkles between 
exhibitors and producers, between pro- 
ducers and stars. A complete change of 
pace in production will be required which 
cannot be made overnight. 

The resolution adopted by us in the 
St. Louis area states that, should the 
Government see fit to curtail dual pro- 
grams prior to the June 1 date, we shall 
wholeheartedly follow through without 
delay. 

The exhibitors stand ready to abolish 
double programs immediately. But pro- 
ducers have thousands of dollars tied 
up in film productions already completed, 
and others in work, which cannot be 
stopped at this late date. To abolish 
double programs immediately would 
bankrupt many of these studios, and 
would not effect a savings of raw stock 
for more vital war material in view of 
the film having been already utilized.

torious close, When war broke at Pearl Harbor, & 
large part of our Navy was caught asleep and dealt 
a murderous blow that crippled it for weeks and 
weeks. The full:extent of that aneak punch has 
not yet been revealed. And while the Navy was still 
unsteady from that blow, it became necessary to split 
it, sending ships to other fronts and leaving Japan 
the dominant naval power in the Pacific, 

Despite the stain that Pearl Harbor was on certain 
brass hats and statesmen, this blot was partly wiped 
away by the magnificent courage and resourcefulness 
shown by the men and officers. In that melee and |; 
the battles that followed, right down to the present, 
the fighting personnel of our Navy has shown it is 
akin in spirit to the iron men of the wooden ship 
era who served with John Paul Jones, Decatur, 
Perry, Porter and Farragut. 

Since that gory day at Pearl Harbor, our Navy 
has taken the measure of the Japs in five major 
encounters.: It repelled efforts to cut our tenuous 
supply lines. It saved Australia. It frustrated de- 
termined attacks that were aimed at capturing 
Hawaii and Alaska, and, if successful, would have 
constituted serious threats to the United States 
itself, to say nothing of relieving pressure on Ger- 
many. Our Navy has answered well the impatient 
cry of some critics who kept asking, in the early 
days; “Where is our Navy—what is it doing?” 

At the Battle of Macassar Strait, in February, the | 
remnants of our Asiatic fleet, in conjunction with a 
few Dutch and British ships, took. the measure of a 
bigger Jap fleet, only to have most of our surviving 
ships picked off by planes, submarines and superior 
Jap forces. In May, came the strange Battle of the 
Coral Sea, in which opposing warships never got 
within range of each other and all sinkings were 
due to the air forces. The Japs lost 11 ships to our 
loss of three, and fled from the scene. 

There followed, a month later, the Battle of Mid- 
way. Again, air power played the entire role with 
neither fleet even sighting the other. The Jap in- 
vasion force was beaten back with a loss of 10 ships, 
four of them aircraft carriers. We lost one carrier, 
a cruiser and a destroyer. It was the biggest victory 
Americans ever won on any sea. If Midway had 
fallen, Hawaii would have been next. 

Then came the Battles of the Solomon Islands, 
slambang affairs in which surface ships played a 
dominant part and a lot of the fighting occurred at 
night, With ship blasting ship at pointblank range 
in some instances. Our Navy won both rounds de- 
spite the “little Pearl Harbor” that occurred off 
Savo Island when three of our heavy cruisers were 
surprised “like sitting ducks” and sunk. The details 
the Navy has released on the last round in the Solo- 
mons, which sent the Japs reeling back toward Truk, 
are too fresh to need repeating. So that’s the record. 

And considering all the handicaps the Navy had to 
overcome, it’s a record to be proud of, indeed. It 
must be remembered that the Japs were not the easy 
setup that they had been thought to be in some 
quarters. In the last half-century they had knocked 
off two giants—China and Russia. They displayed 
great skill in defeating the far bigger Russian Navy 
in 1904-05 and learned some new tricks in doing it, 
Their experience served them well, while we entered 
this war with practically no modern naval experi- 
ence. The war with Spain had been a comic-opera 
affair in which we slaughtered some inferior ships, 
and World War I offered us chance for little save 
convoy duty and mine laying. 

And, at first, in this war, Army-Navy rivalry 

mpered us. So did the question of split command, 

hich still is a live subject in the Southwest Pacific. 
Our officers, grade for grade, were several years 
older than corresponding officers in other navies 
(and still are to a large extent). Our naval airmen 
are just beginning to get past some of the old school 
battleship brass hats. But the Navy is ironing out 
its problems. 

So, all in all, our Navy has done well. It has 
recovered from Pearl Harbor. It has held its 
bastions. It has fought all over the Seven Seas. It 
has carried troops and ¢gargoes to more than a score 
of fronts. It still faces’a Jap Navy that has at least 
a dozen powerful capital ships, that is skillful, crafty | 
and determined, It may have to meet a superior fleet 
of Jap ships in round three of the Solomons at any 
hour. But it is doing. well and we are confident 
it will continue to do so. Jones and Farragut, 
sipping their rum in Davy Jones’ locker, would say 
80, too. 
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THE BAR CALLS FOR A FULL-TIME JUDGE. 

The St. Louis Bar Association acted in its own 
best interests, as well as the interests of Federal 
Court litigants, when it adopted a resolution last 
night calling for the appointment of a third full- 
time Federal Judge in the Eastern District of Mis- 
souri. This puts the St. Louis bar on record for 
the judgeship bill, as sponsored by Congressman 
Cochran in the House, and opposed to the Senate 
Judiciary Committee’s amendment, which would es- 
tablish the new seat on a roving basis, 

The case against the Senate change in the bil 
was correctly stated in a few words by the local 
bar’s resolution: “Appointment of one Judge for 
both districts would require a division of his time 
between districts and would not remedy the situa- 
tion.” ) 

Having been thus advised by those who know what 
the judicial needs of the district are, Senators Clark 
and Truman should now see that the bill is changed 
back to the form in which it passed the House a 
year and a half ago.

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WAR AND THE COMICS. 

The Office of War Information does a great deal of 
fine and useful work, but it has a man on its staff 
who gets paid for apparently doing nothing but read 
the comics and complain that ter Hien'-heloinn | 
win the war. 

This critic is one Edward Barnhart, Doctor of 
Philosophy, Phi Beta Kappa and psychologist. His 
arduous research discloses that the comics “lack 
sympathetic and serious treatment of the demands of 
war on the civilian populace,” and also that they are 
“not at the moment of such nature as to put over 
the information objective in a consistent and 
straightforward way.” What they ought to do, Dr. 
Barnhart thinks, is to “state our war aims, extol 
our allies and outline the sacrifices that lie ahead.” 

All this, in the solemn manner Dr. B. delivers it, 
sounds like sheer slackerism, but we refuse to get 
excited. Those little jobs he mentions would seem 
to be better suited to President Roosevelt, Vice-, 
President Wallace and Leon Henderson than to 
Dagwood, Li’l] Abner and Skippy. In fact, even the 
most muscular of Superman’s efforts couldn’t push 
an oration on ideology down the throats of comic- 
page readers and make them like it. 

They include the same readers who duly note the 
serious news and comment on their newspaper's 
other pages. When they turn to the funnies, they 
don’t want more of the same in sugar-coated form; 
they want a laugh or an installment of purely 
imaginary adventure. Surely a Ph. D. in psychology 
knows that a few moments of relaxation are helpful 
to anyone for meeting “the demands of war on the 
civilian populace.”

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DARLAN’S STATUS IS CLEARED UP. 

President Roosevelt’s explanation of the political 
arrangements in North Africa should mean a prompt 
end of the teapot tempest that had been stirred by 
the fact that Gen. Eisenhower accepted the help of 
Admiral Darlan, former Vichy supporter, in the 
occupation and administration of French North 
Africa, 

This is “only a temporary expedient, justified 
solely by the stress of battle,” the President said. 
He knows the record and character of Darlan, and 
so does Gen. Eisenhower. But if our representatives 
had stood aloof from him in virtuous indignation, 
the occupation of North Africa would have coat many 
lives and taken far longer time. Darlan ordered 
Frenchmen to capitulate, and they did so. The fact_ 
that Eisenhower accepted this help certainly did not 
mean that he was,setting up a Vichy regime, Ameri- 
can model, in North Africa, or that he was attempt- 
ing to dictate the future of France. That, as the 
President said, will be determined by Frenchmen. 

An immediate gain from Mr. Roosevelt’s statement 
‘is in quieting, the uneasiness of Gen. de Gaulle’s 
followers. However, acceptance of Darlan’s aid 
merely follows a principle laid down some time ago 
by the Fighting French movement itself. On Sept. 
21, it. was announced from London that Charles 
Vallin, former vice-president of the pro-Fascist 
movement known as Croix de Feu and an éx-sup- 
porter of Petain, had been, received into thee De 
Gaulle organization. This meant, William Stoneman

HINA not only fights for her own inde-

But the proc- 
esses and forms by which the will of the 
people is made manifest, and the complex 
machinery of modern democratic govern- 
ment, cannot, I know to my cost, be created 
overnight, especially under the constant 
menace and attack of Japanese militarism. 

During the last years of his life, Dr. Sun 
devoted. much of his forward thinking to 
the economic reconstruction of China. 
Nothing, I believe, so marked his greatness 
as his insistence that the coming tremen- 
dous economic reconstruction of China 
should benefit not the privileged few but 


the entire nation.

The absence of a strong central govern- 
ment capable of directing economic devel- 
opment, the bondage of unequal treaties 
trying to keep China as a semi-colony for 
others, and above all the jealous machina- 


__+ttofis of Japan, all these greatly retarded 


the economic reconstruction to which the 
national revolution of China is dedicated. 

But the end of the present war will find 
China freed of her bondage, with a vigorous 
government and a people ardent with de- 
sire to rebuild their country, I feel the force 
of this desire as a tidal wave which will not 
only absorb the energies of ouf people for a 
century but will also bring lasting benefits 
to the entire world. 

But the bright promise of the future, 
which has done much to sustain us during 
our grim struggle with Japan, will cruelly 
vanish if, after paying the price this second 
time, we do not achieve the reality of world 
co-operation, 

I hear that my American friends have 
confidence in the experience of men who 
have “come up the hard way.” My long 
struggles as a soldier of the Chinese Revo- 
lution have forced me to realize the neces-

sity of facing hard facts. There will be 
neither peace nor hope nor future for any 
of us unless we honestly aim at political, 
social and economic justice for all peoples 
of the world, great and small, 

But I feel confident that we of the United 
Nations can achieve that aim only by start- 
ing at once to organize ah international 
order embracing all peoples to enforce peace 
and justice among them. To make that 
start, we must begin today and not tomor- 
row to apply these principles among our- 
selves, even at some sacrifice to the abso- 
lute powers of our individual countries, We 
should bear in mind one of the most inspir- 
ing utterances of the last World War, that 
of Edith Cavell: “Standing at the brink 
of the grave, I feel that patriotism alone 
is not enough.” 

. + . 

We Chinese are not so blind as to believe 
that the new international order will usher 
in the millennium. But we do not look upon 
it as visionary. The idea of universal broth- 
erhood is innate in the catholic nature of 
Chinese thought; it was the dominant con- 
cept of Dr, Sun, whom events have proved 
time and again to have been not a vision- 
ary but one of the world’s greatest realists. 


~m Among our friends there has been re- 


cently some talk of China emerging as 
the leader of Asia, as if China wished the 
mantle of an unworthy Japan to fall on 
her shoulders. Having herself been a vic- 
tim of exploitation, China has infinite sym- 
pathy for the submerged nations of Asia, 
and toward them Chiha feels she has only 
responsibilities—not rights. 

We repudiate the idea of leadership of 
Asia because the “Fuehrer principle” has 
been synonymous. with domination and ex- 
ploitation, precisely as the “East Asia Co- 
Prosperity Sphere” has stood for a race of 
mythical supermen lording over groveling 
subject races. 

China has no desire to replace Western 
imperialism in Asia with an Oriental im- 
perialism or isolationism of its own or of 
anyone else. We hold that we must ad- 
vance from the narrow idea of exclusive 
alliances and regional blocs which in the 
end make for bigger and better wars, to ef- 
fective organization of world unity. 

Unless real world co-operation replaces 
both isolationism and imperialism of what- 
ever form in the new interdependent world 
of free nations, there will be no lasting 
security for you or for us, 


Gains From the Hatch Act.

EDERAL employes covered by the 
Hatch Act are grateful for the protec- 
tion and freedom it gives them. 

Fred W. Perkins, Press Washington cor- 
respondent, reported recently that “politi- 
clans who bemoan the alleged ‘denial of 
citizenship rights’ to Government employes 
under the’ Hatch Political Activities Act 
may find better uses for their tears.” 

Officials who enforce the law say these 
employes have found that it “protects them 
from having to perform unpleasant political 
chores, and relieves them from forced con- 
tributions to political campaign funds,” Mr. 
Perkins said. 

All of us are too familiar with reward- 
collecting hacks who honeycomb most po- 
litical payrolls and who spend much of their 
time in partisan activities while living on 
the public pocketbook. The logical exten-

OPA STATES POLICY ON PRICE 
RISES DUE TO WAGE INCREASES 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 19 (AP).— 
The Office of Price Administration 
said last. night it would grant in- 
creases in maximum prices, based 
on wage or salary increases requir- 
ing approval of the War Labor 
Board, “only when they are essen- 
tial to the prosecution of the war” 
or “to a standard of living consist- 
ent with prosecution of the war.” 

Any employer in a wage proceed- 
ing before WLB will be required 
to state whether he will ask for a 
price increase based on the pro- 
posed wage or salary increase, and 
this information will be sent to 
OPA. 

“To avoid mistaken expecta- 
tions,” OPA said, “it is important 
for employers to realize that the 
situations in which individual price 
adjustments are permitted by OPA 
are extremely limited. In even the 
best scheme of wartime price con- 
trol, some hardships are inevitable. 
It is impossible to correct every

Mussolini has 
brought only misery, hunger and 
defeat. - Today American troops 
near the Italian border show. the 
hour of liberation is near. 

He concluded: “Italians! In the 
names of Garibaldi and Mazzini, 
make Italy free!” 

Lazio, a lieutenant in the Italian 
Army during the last war, ex- 
plained the crusades of Garibaldi 
and of Mazzini, for whom the so- 
ciety was named.

CHICAGO, Nov. 19 (AP).— 
There’s a boom in the Bible busi- 
ness. Dr. Robert Taylor, execu- 
tive secretary of the Chicago Bible 
Society and representative of the 
American Bible Society, termed the 
condition “an amazing Bible re- 
vival.” 

“It isn’t just a flareup caused 
by the war, but is the result of a 
real spiritual renaissance which 
has been coming on for some time 
but has been quickened by the 
war,” he said. 

He said many of the large pub- 
lishing firms were weeks behind 
in their orders and that the Ameri- 
can Bible Society, which normally 


‘distributes 10 million copies an- 


nally, is running several days be- 
hind schedule, 

Orders, Dr. Taylor said, began 
to increase last Spring and the in- 
crease “has constantly accelerated 
until it is hard to control.” 

Demand for the Scriptures for 
the armed forces, he said, “has 
been unparalleled.” The American 
Bible Society has given away 800,- 
000 Testaments through chaplains 
and it has sold 250,000 copies to 
churches to be given to men in 
service. The society provides the 
service men with moisture proof 
Testaments bound in the color of 
their uniforms.

BROOKLYN, N. Y. Nov. 19 
(AP).—Leo Durocher, manager of 
the Brooklyn Dodgers for the last 
efour years, today was renamed to 
that position for 1943 by President 
Branch Rickey. 

Rickey said Durocher was 
signed tO a one-year player con- 
tract, which probably means that

after serving. as a bench manager 
during 1942. The pleyer contract

When the word “alternate” 
comes up from now. on in the war, 
one thinks first of sharing the 
meat. “Alternate main dish means 
mainstay dish of the meal made of 
some food other than meat. Poul- 
try, fish, eggs, cheese, beans and 
nuts are foods to bear in mind 
when planning alternate main 
dishes. ‘These main dishes may

Make alternate layers' of shredded 
raw cabbage, cooked spaghetti, and 
cheese sauce in a greased baking 
dish, Top with bread crumbs and 
bake until the crumbs brown, Keep 
the heat moderate always when 
cooking cheese, @nd that’s best for 
ege dishes, too. 

Tomato rabbit is a quickie dish 
for supper. Melt two tablespoons 
fat in a skillet. Add one-half cup 
chopped celery, one-half of a green 
pepper chopped, one-half of a small 
onion chopped. Cook a few min- 
utes, stirring often. Sprinkle on 
this two tablespoons flour and pour 
in one pint of cooked or canned 
tomatoes. Add one-half pound 
cheese shaved thin and one tea- 
spoon salt.

A resolution urging creation by 


Congress of a third full-time judge- 
ship for the Eastern Federal Court 
District of Missouri was adopted 
Tast night by the St. Louis Bar

Such a bill has been passed by 
the House of. Representatives but 
it was later amended by the Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee to provide 
for appointment of a judge to 
serve both the Eastern and West- 
ern Districts. 

The association’s resolution 
stated that “appointment of one 
judge for both districts would, re- 
quire a division of his time be- 
tween districts and would not 
remedy the situation.” 

On the suggestion of Harry S. 
Gleick, the association voted to re- 
word the resolution to make its 
opposition to the Senate commit- 
tee’s amendment more “forceful.” 

“I think there is a strong move- 
ment by someone to appoint a rov- 
ing judge, who may not be named 
from this district,” Gleick said. 

The association’s executive com- 
mittee was authorized to act for 
the organization in approving the 
final draft of a bill being drawn 
by a special committee for pres- 
entation to the State Legislature 
for elimination of unsatisfactory 
conditions in Justice of Peace 
courts here.

HEN we talk about children 

and work we mean :young 

people who are sufficiently 
matured, hysically and men- 
tally, to e on a useful job and 
accomplish it. In selecting them 
it -would be well to consider every 
phase of their being rather than 
just one, their chronological age. 
The fact that a young person has 
lived sixteen, eighteen years, or 


fourteen does not, alone, q at 


or disqualify him for a useful job 
in wartime. , 

Each young person 
should have some kind of skill, 
some degree of ability, some 
stored experience to support him, 
some evidence of seasoned charac- 
ter, as well as a certain number 
of birthdays. 

Age, height, weight, school rec- 
ords, neighbors’ judgments, home 
background, personal equipment, 
all should be weighed before the 


‘decision and assignment be made. 


A young person of great physical 
strength must have the maturity 
of intelligence and spirit to bal- 
ance it. The one with unusual 
skill must have character to batk 
it. The one with unusual lack of 
scholastic ability must have physi- 
cal strength, spiritual strength, 
some skill to balance his lack, and 
it is more than likely that he has.

skills and the characteristics re- 
quired. Age alone, should not 
have been the basis. What was 
needed was endurance, nimble fin- 
gers, patience, readiness to accept 
routine and discipline, intelligence 
to interpret directions and a deep 
respect for the implications of the 
job. . 
The very bright young person 
who thought picking apples was 
nothing-to-worry-about as a job, 
did not do. He was not careful 
about taking hold of the apple,

one who, after carefully handpick- 
ing the bagful descended from his 
perch and dumped the lot with a

Every task hag its routine and 
technique and the young people 
must be selected on the basis of 
their ability to accept and accom- 
plish the task as its requirements 
demand, and not as inexperienced 
and undisciplined young people 
feel at. the moment.

FARMERS NEED help but that 
help must have some understand- 
ing of the task ahead. Young peo- 
ple who condescend to do the work 
are useless. That attitude ns 
them for usefulness. If they cannot 
be taught the true dignity of the 
labor of cleaning a barn, or a sta- 


ble, or a hen coop, if they feel - 


superior to those who do that work 
as a matter of daily routine, they 
are not qualified for the task, nor 
for any other form of useful labor. 
All labor is sacred and holy to the 
real laborer, and it should be so to 
all young people who volunteer 
their services for war work. 

All of the youngeworkers should 
be taught, if they do not already 
know, that there are _ victories 
mighty important to the life of the 
nation that bring neither glory 
nor fame, just grimy, hardhanded- 
ness and a wonderful feeling of 
duty well performed,

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BASE OF A PYRAMID THAT WAS NEVER BUILT, 


W. H. "Coin" Harvey's Utopian 
Village of Monte Ne, Ark., Is Only 
a Desolate Ghost Town Now, but 
Pilgrims Still Visit His Tomb.

HE Monte Ne that William H. 
T (“Coin”) Harvey planned to be 

a Utopia has become a desola- 
tion, where silence broods and 
ghosts of the dead past live. It is 
still a shrine, though, for pilgrims 
who put their trust in the prophet 
of free silver and followed where 
he led. They come back from 
far places every year to stand 
beside his tomb and view the un- 
finished terraced foyer, falling in- 
to ruin, which was to have sup- 
ported the base of the pyramid 
that was not built and never will 
be built, 


They walk along the lagoons 
and ponder the pranks of fate 
that scramble the best-laid plans 
of best-meaning men. Monte Ne 
was a dream that didn’t.come true 
and couldn’t come true, but it was 
a nice dream while it lasted and 
the remembrance of it is sweet. 
So the people who called Coin 
Harvey their prophet come back 
to walk where he walked and 


think his thoughts. It is their only 


comfort in their disillusionment. 


Coin Harvey was a Jeremiah 
whose prophecies were dire. “Un- 
less,” he cried, “the selfish in- 
terests now in control of the world 
are removed, it will be only a 
short time till despotism and civil 
wars will overthrow the organism 
of governments and savagery will 
write an epitaph on the tomb of 
civilization.” 

He called upon the people to 
flee from the wrath to come, to 
turn before it was too late from 
the golden calf to the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver at the 
ratio of 16 to 1. He preached 
that in his book, “Coin’s Financial 
School,” which rolled from the 
presses in 1894 and was bought 
and read in the next two years by 
two million Americans who be- 
lieved what he preached. It was 
their bible in the 1896 campaign 
in which William Jennings Bryan 
tried his best to stop the cruci- 
fixion of humanity on a cross of 
gold. 

It was evangelism with Harvey 
as it was with Bryan, They called 
upon the people to repent their 
gold-standard sins and seek the 
salvation of 16-to-one. Millions be- 
lieved what they read in Coin 
Harvey’s book and what William 
Jennings Bryan shouted at them 
from the platform. Not enough, 
though, to put Bryan in the White 
House and make free silver the 
law of the land. It is doubtful if 
Bryan took his defeat more to 
heart than Harvey, for with Bry- 
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HARVEY'S TOMB AT MONTE NE. 


an, no matter how sincere he was, 


it was only politics, while with 


Harvey it was religion. 


Harvey, four years later, still 
feeling the hurt of the people's 
rejection of his gospel, went away 
into the Arkansas wilderness. Peo- 
ple who did not esteem him as a 
prophet or view Arkansas as a 
Land of Promise, said it was well 
that he had gone there, That 
would be the end of him and his 
heresies. But they reckoned wrong. 
In Arkansas, though he did not 
increase his power in politics, he 
grew in stature as a prophet. He 
told the peoplé they were op- 
pressed and they heard him giad- 
ly, having faith that he would 
somehow save them from their 
afflictions,

ERE he built a model city and 

called it Monte Ne, something 

different from the cities that 
selfish men build, in the world but 
not of the world, a token of what 
might be if his teachings prevailed 
and righteousness ruled the nation. 
Life was lovely at Monte Ne. The 
waters that came from the springs 
and flowed through the lagoons 
were stopped in their course and 
spread into a lake. Visitors who 


came by train to the edge of the | 


lake were met by gondolas 
manned by gayly-dressed singing 
gondoliers and ferried to the ho- 
tels on the other shore. It was a 
foretaste of what life would be 
like in a Harveyized world. It was 
not quite clear how the world was 
to be Harveyized, but the sample 
that was given at Monte Ne was 
sweet and soothing. Simple souls 
who did not care to be bothered 
with details looked upon the work 
of Harvey and called it good and 
were content. 


In the hands of a man more 
practical than Harvey, and less 
visionary, Monte Ne might have 
flourished, but Harvey knew bet- 
ter how to manage the nation’s 
monetary system than how to fi- 
nance his own affairs. He may 
have said, when failure came, that 
it was the fault of the nation’s 


J 


system and that he was the forfeit 
of its sins. He made a lot of money 
from the sales of his book but he 
didn’t keep it. He poured it lavish- 
ly into the building of a more 
glorious Monte Ne and, toward the 
last, into such phantasies as the 
building of the Pyramid that was 
to hold the proofs of this civiliza- 
tion’s fall and preserve them to be 
studied by the wise men of a new 
civilization to be born 10,000 years 
from now. 


Maybe it would be more than 
10,000 years before the birth of the 
new civilization. No matter. The 
pyramid would be built to stand a 
million years or through eternity. 
Rising 130 feet, 60 feet square at 
the base and tapering to six at the 
top, it would survive the time 
when this world would return to 
savagery and be numbered with 
the prehistoric civilizations of the 
past. Ruthless erosion, through 
aeons to come, would wear down 
the mountains and fill the valley 
with the debris of the ages, but 
the pyramid would still stand, with 
its peak above the desolation, 


Then, one day, a man of the neo- 
age, passing that way, would see 
the pyramid’s peak and pause to 
read, if he knew how, the writing 
on its face: 

When this can be read, go be- 
low and find a record of and the

The neo-man would go and tell 
what he had found and many 
would come and look and, if they 
believed the writing, they would 
dig below and find what had been 
placed there against that day.

Under his direction the terraced 
foyer was built to be the Pyramid’s 
base. Harvey was old and might 


not live to see the completion of ' 


the shaft, so he named a commis- 
sion to carry on after his death, 
He had put $10,000 of his own into 
the foyer and his funds were run- 
ning low. It might have been dif- 
ferent if silver had been coined at 
16 to 1 or even if currency had 
been issued without metallic back- 
ing, as he advocated in his later 
years, after the world, in his judg- 
ment, had gone so far along the 
road to ruin that 16 to 1 couldn't 
avert its fall. 

Thousands came from far and 
near to look and marvel and some 
brought gifts, wanting to have a 
part in the raising of the Pyramid, 
but it was not enough. 

Harvey ran for President on the 
ticket of the Liberty party in 1932, 
receiving 16,796 votes. He died on 
Feb. 11, 1936, at the age of 85, in 
the cottage that he had built for 
himself near the Pyramid site. He 
was laid to rest in a crypt blasted 
out of the solid rock and sealed 
with cement. On his tomb, which 
stands near where the Pyramid 


was to have stood, is the simple 
inscription: 
W. H. “COIN” HARVEY 
1851-1936 

There is nothing to tell the liv- 
ing generation or. the generations 
to be born or the neo-men of fu- 
ture ages that here lies the man 
who planned the Pyramid that 
wasn't built. It is fitting, for there 
are none to say that Harvey 
sought fame to his own advantage. 


His wish was to be remembered. 


for what he did for 16 to 1, sig- 
nified by the new name, “Coin,” 
that his generation gave him, 

‘The glory that was Monte Ne 
has passed. Sold to satisfy the 
creditors of the man who created 
it, there remains but a shadow of 
its substance. The Pyramid Com- 
mission has been dissolved. The 
lake, the gondolas and the gonda- 
liers are gone. The terraced foyer 
will stand, for it is built of rock 
and rests on a rock. For a long 
time it and the prophet’s tomb 
will be shrines for the pilgrims 
who come from afar, men and 
women who knew Harvey and be- 
lieved in him, 

Joe Graham, who helped bui 
Monte Ne and saw it flourish and 
fail, standing at his gate gives a 
common man’s estimate of the 
man who was called great by those 
who believed in him: 

“People thought well of him. I'd 
say he was an average good man, 
I liked him pretty good. He never 
failed me in anything. The ®etter 
you was to him the better he was 
to you. 

“We all thought Monte Ne would 
go through. The last few years we 
saw that it wasn’t going to and 
he saw that it wasn’t going to. I 
never did know what the Pyra- 
mid meant, but I figgered he knew. 
It was a good idee, I guess, but it 
didn’t work out.”
